Horemans at the end of the
afternoon block had 1,200 to Cutler's
598, or 302 points behind the 900
sought.

The sixth Inning saw the first of
Ithe records broken. This was a run
of 1060, ten globes better than Frank
Ives, who made 140 way back In 1897
against the late “Wizard" Bchaefer.
A friend of Horemans', comgratulat-
ing him, caused him to lose concen-
tration, and a little shot fizzled and
cost him what might have been a
much higher mark and a possible
completion of his block, as he only
had five more points te go.

When he did collect these points at
his next visit to the table his average
for the block was 57 1-7, which badly
ehattered the mark of 31, also made
by Ives in his mutch agalnst “Wis-
ard” Schaefer in 1887. Both former
records were In tourmey play, and
question as to whether the new rec-
ords would stand was psettled by
Charles P. Miller, an authority.

He pald that while 8t, Ives' records
would not be wiped out, but would re-
main as tourney play records, Hore-
mans’ figures would go down as the
greatest every made, but with refer-
ence to record block performances.
